it is understood that provision will also be made to advance the fares 
and expenses necessary on the part of the men to get out to the loca- 
tion where the work is to commence. This also will be a very neces- 
sary consideratgon as most of those who will be taken on will be with- 
out funds for the initial expenses. It will be collected out of their pay 
checks as the work progresses. 

There are also other schemes still under consideration by the relief 
committee, as well as Mayor-elect McNamara and others, and the pros- 
pect is looming up quite bright for those in the city now in search of a 
job.

POLICE BREAK UP

75 RIOTERS ARE ARRESTED 


Mexican Knocks. Down Police 
Lieutenant and Stabs Him 
in the Neck, 


Angeles, Dec, 27.—The police 
were justified in dispersing the meet- 
ing Christmas Day of 1,000 unemployed 
men at the Plaza at a cost of the life 
of one, the arrest of 76, and the club- 
Ding of many others, according to 
members of*the public welfare com- 
mittee of. the elty council. 

That decision was reached late yes- 
terday, after an official investigation of 
the affair which convinced the com- 
mittee that the riot was started by the 
{dle men themselves—the Industrial 
Workers of the World and Mexicans 
and other foreigners—when the police 
attempted to stop a public meeting 
which was being held without a permit. 

It was decided to issue complaints 
today charging disturbance of the 
peace against 32 of the 75 men arrested, 
the belief being that it would be casler 
to obtain convictions upon that charge 
than upon rioting. 

Amore serious charge—probably 
assault with deadly weapon-—will be 
placed against Jesus Zavia, the Mexi- 
can accused of stabbing ‘Police Lieut. 
Kreg in the neck after having knocked 
him down. 

During the council's investigation a 
large number of witnesses were heard. 
They included officers who were bruised 
with stones thrown by the rioters and 
some of the disturbers. Among the 
latter was Peter Castorina, an Indus- 
trial Worker of the World, who accused 
the police of having kicked and beaten 
the Mexicans about the Plaza. He said 
that as an LW.W. he believed the 
United States government had disin- 
herlted him, and that when an organ- 
ization of which he was a member was

CHRISTMAS TRADE 
AS SATISFACTORY 
NN THE DOMINION 


Dun's Reports Show, However, 
That Wholesale Trade Re- 
mains Quiet. 


STAPLES MOVE SLOWLY; 
LITTLE AID FROM COLD 


Commercial Failures Were 
Nine Less Than in the 
Previous Week. 


New York, Dee, 27.—Despatches to 
Dun's Review from branch oflices of 
R. G. Dun & Co. in leading centres 


of the Dominion of Canada report that 
while Christmas trade has been tin 
generally satisfactory volume, condi- 
tions in wholesale lines show a quiet- 
ness usual at the end of the year, 
Montreal reports no particular change, 
Sorting up business in dry goods is 
light but deliveries of spring goods 
are already in fair demand. 


Holidays sales were well up to those 
of a year ago, but staples are moving 
solwly and not much Improvement is 
expected in the advent of the cold 
weather, . 

Business in Quebec 4s not very heavy 
and there continues to be complaint 


regarding unfayorable climate condi- 
tions. 
Wholesale trade at Toronto is not 


especially active, but conditions at this 
period are not unexpected. Christmas 
sales have been in good amount, but 
buying was confined largely to the 
medium and the low priced lines. Fu- 
ture orders for dry goods are rather 
below expectations and the demand for 
leather and hides continues slow. 
Hamilton reports that trade in Christ- 
mas goods was about the same as last 
year and wholesale business is quiet, 
as most of the travellers are off the 
road for the holidays. 

There has been little change in con- 
ditions in the west and northwest and 
and the situation as a whole is about 
normal, 

Much complaint is heard at Winnl- 
peg regarding the effect of. mild 
weather, but trade in Christmas mer- 
chandise was good and staples are 
moving In fairly satisfac’ory volume. 

Business at Calgary compares fay- 
orably with that of a-year ago, especl- 
ally in holiday goods, An active de- 
mand for groceries, provisions, etc. 1s 
noticed at Regina but colder weather 
Is needed to stimulate the inovement in 
certain lHnes, 

‘Holiday trade has hot been quite 80 
good at Saskatoon as a, year ago, 
owing to the scarcity of money, but 
country merchants are carrying light 
stocks and the outlook is considered 
goods. 

Gross earnings of all Canadian rail- 
roads report to date for the first two 
wecks of December show a gain of 
1.5 per cent compared with the earn- 
Ings of the same roads a year ago. 
Commercial failures in the Dominion 
of Canada this week numbered 26 as 
against 35 last week and 26 the same 
week last “year,

AGAINST TEAGHING 
GERMAN IN SCHOOL 


Sympathize With Those Who 
Resign Rather Than Stultify 


Themselves, 
Montreal, Dec, 27.—At the Zionist 


convention today by a standing vote 
a resolution strongly protesting against 
the action of Jewish technical school at 
Haifa, Palestine, in adopting German 
us the teaching language and heartily 
sympathizing with two of the Berlin 
officials of the board of that inst: ition 
and practically the whole teaching staft 
of every Jewish school in Palestine who 
had resigned their positions In protest. 

Over $1,000 was voluntarily subscribed 
to assist in the upkeep of these men-_ 
until such time as Heébrew shall have 
been adopted as the teaching language 

of the school and they ean return. to 


their positions on the staff. 
The Rev. Menndoza De Sola, who 
presented the resolution, pointed out 


that already there had been voiced by 
Zionists throughout the world senti- 
ments against the introduction of any 
foreign language to a Jewish school in 
Palestine. 

The impression among the Jewish 
race that the Zionist body was concern- 
ed with the present national aspects 
of Judaism, to exclusion of the religious 
beliefs of the Jews, was taken up and 
it was suggested a copy of the presid- 
ential address should be sent to the 
central committee in) Berlin, showing 
that there were no grounds for the im- 
pression that the move was one of poli- 
tical import only, 

It was suggested that a still bigger 
campaign could be carried) on in the 
spreading of Zionism, especially by 
bringing more of the famous expon- 
ents of the cause from other lands to 
address Canadian audiences. The Ot- 
tawa delegation pointed out that speak- 
ers had been heard in Montreal and 
Toronto and that Ottawa had been ig- 
nored, There was no afternoon session 
and tomorrow Zionist sermans will be 
delivered in all the synagogoues in the 
city,

A Sydney, N.S.W., correspondent, 
writing on the dominion elections, 
which resulted on December 6th in an 
overwhelming vietory for the labor 
party, tells what that party has ac- 
complished during the past three years 
in which they have held the reins of 
power, The letter makes very inter- 
esting reading, and in part, is as-fol- 
lows: 

“Tt has built many state enterprises, 
notably the state brickworks, where 
bricks are made at hal? the cost charg- 
ed by private works—25 shillings, as 
against 47s. 64. per 1000. They have 
also built a garden town for the hous- 
ing of people and intend to carry this 
work out to greater, dimensions if re- 
turned to power. The tories were so 
exasperated at the work they did when 
in power that they launched no- less 
than 14 motions of censure against 
them, but they were all defeated. The 
state labor party eliminated the con- 
tractor on public works and his fat 
fees, in the matter of railroads it} 
proved that it saved the country over | 
£1000 a mile in construction by day 
labo. Since the labor party has been 
in power we have never seen such a 
hoom time, and more money has been 
spent on public works than before. 
The number of unemployed has been 
less than atjany other time in the his- 
tory of New South Wales, 

“The South Australian tory govern- 
ment has passed an amended Inmi- 
gration acti, under which boy immi- 
grants can be brought out) and ap- 
prenticed to the farmers, -By it the 
boys will be decoyed from home and 
friends to a state to work for low 
wages for three years, and are to be } 
legally apprenticed, *the wages being 
0c. a week. The prospect of getting 
boys who have been drilled into work- 
ing for low wages is eagerly awaited | 
by the tory farmers. But while this 
state is importing boys to slavery it 
is interesting to know that it cannot 
keep its own population, for during 
the Nast six months the excess  de- 
partures over arrivals has been 410,

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THE MAN FOR WHOM 
THE WORLD IS LOOKING 

With the single exception of corn, United States has 
{his year harvested the heaviest crop in the history of the 
country. With the great bulk of this crop still in the bins, men 
are rioting with hunger in Los Angeles, 20,000 had their 
Christmas dinner at the city’s expense in San Francisco, 
30,000 are in idleness and distress in Chicago,, New York’s 
Christmas brought out an unprecedented number of unem- 
ployed and the New England states produce statistics which, 
reduced to a’ quotient of unemployment, must represent an 
enormous aggregate of deprivation. 

In western Canada, where the harvest was bountiful, 
the season propitious and the marketing weather such as to 
permit an unprecedented exportation, bringing millions upon 
millions of new money into the country, every city has its 
problem of the unemployed. Edmonton, where conditions 
are the best of all, is struggling with it. Calgary, Winnipeg, 
Vancouver, Regina and Saskatoon all admit that they have 
large numbers of unemployed. 

East, west, south and north, the story is the same. 
In the face of crap conditions which should create widespread 
prosperity, there is unalleviated unemployment. There is no 
war, no pestilence and no famine. There is no occasion for 
a panic, yet there is distress, for lack of employment from 
which to buy food. 

In the face of this, there is the fact that the grain with 
which the elevators bulge is no longer the grain of the farmers. 
The sirloin which sells for 75 cents in Winnipeg, the gateway 
to the greatest farming country in the world, does not bring 
any such money to the farmér. The housewife who pays 
GO cents 2 dozen for cold storage eggs in Montreal or 60 
cnets a pound for butter in New York is not paying it to the 
farmwives of Quebec or Pennsylvania. 

In the making of the arrangement which produces this 
result the race has quite evidently been badly guided. The 
public man who can come forward at this junciure and show 
the way out is the man for whom the world is looking just 
at this present time. 


THE PENALTY PAID FOR 
CANADIAN EXCELLENCE 

Following the unprecedented export of Canadian wheat 
during the weeks immediately preceeding the close of navi- 
vation on the lakes there was presented .on the Liverpool 
market the remarkable spectacle of Canadian wheat, — the 
highest grade in the world, actually selling’at less price than 
Russian and Indian wheat, the grades which are not good 
enough to mill themselves and must be mixed with Canadian 
wheat in order to produce a marketable flour.

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Messina, & Years After Quako, 
Bogins Work of Restoration 


Vive years ago tonight, on Dec, 27, 1908, 
the inhabitants of Messina, Negglo, and 
haif a hundred smaller citles and towns, 
went to sleep in fancied security. In the 
dark hour that precedes the dawn the few 
who were awake heard a singing sound, 
as of some giant chanting a wordless dirge. 
The singing grew fouder, untll it rose to 
a shriek, and ended in a rumble and a roar 
as the earthquake reached the doomed 
cities of the strait, rending apart the solid 
earth and tossing it up into waves snd bil- 
lows, on which the houses and their in- 
habitants were but as wreckage — tossed 
about on an angry sea, Messina becamo 
a hetacomb, Reggio a ruin, and the other 
towns’ were heaps of brick and wood and 
stone. Then a tidal wave reared. itself 
over the Calabrian and Siclilan shores, and 
completed the work of desolation and (de- 
struction, In Messina alone a hundred 
thousand died at that awful night, and in 
all the cearthquake and tidal wave claimed 
nearly a quarter of a million victims. The 
whole world stood aghast at the most ap- 
palling catastrophe of modern times. 

Five years after the earthquake Messina 
is still in ruins, and the work of restoration 
has barely commenced. Labor troubles 
have hindered the Italian government In its 
project for the restoration of the harbor 
works. In all the churches of Calabria 
and Sieily special memorial services for 
those who died in the disaster will be held 
tomorrow, and itis hoped that the anniver- 
sary will mark the inauguration of real, 
earnest work on tne rebuilding of Messina, 

The principal observance of the anniver- 
sary tomorrow will center In the old church 
of San Niccolo, in Messina, — This anctent 
edifice, built in the 14 century, was con- 
demned by the authorities as unsafe short- 
ly before the earthquake, and yet, strangely 
enough, ft was the only church in the elty 
that eseaped destruction, The | famous 
Messina statue of Neptune also escaped un- 
seathed, ‘ 

Messina was one of the wealthiest cities 
in Italy, and millions of dollars have been 
recovered from the ruins, while other mil- 
lions still Jie burried in the debris, — The 
people of Messina, haying scant faith in 
banks, were given to hoarding their money, 
and nearly every house contained secrete 
hoards that reprasented the savings Jf 
years. In a safe in a small store there 
was found $100,000 in cash. The old 
Norman cathedral held art treasures worth 
$10,000,000, the jeweled altar alone being 
worth nearly a milfion, The last report 
showed that 2140,000,000 had heen recov- 
ered from the ruins, Soldiers constantly 
guard thoe® sections of the city which have 
not yet been searched, It has been al- 
leged that the money recovered by the gov- 
ernment from the ruins of Messina was 
used to finance the war for the conquest 
of ‘Tripoli, but this has been officially de- 
nied. 

About 70,000 of those killed in) Messina 
have been burried, but the remainder, more 
than 30,000, will be forever dented that 
last tribute. Thousands were burned to 
death, and the charred remnanats of thetr 
bodies mingles with the ruins of their 
homes, Which are now covered with vines, 

The old Messina is very much as it was 
on the day following the earthquake, but 
a new Messina, a city of wooden huts built 
with money supplied by all the peoples of 
the world, has sprung up. About 175,- 
000 people now live in the new Messina 
of wooden bungalows. The Itatlan gov- 
ernment has promised to expend $120,- 
000,000 in the rebuilding of Messina, and It 
is Jikely that within a few years the work 
Will be complete, In the meantime, the 
people of the wooden city, with litte or 
no rent to pay, are prospering as never 
before, as is shown by the fact that the 
Mossina postal savings bank now has nearly 
double the amount of deposits that it had 
five years ago, While the government pawn 
shop's business has shown a great decrease,

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Bir Mokenzle Bowell, 90 Today, 
Nearly 80 Years With One Papor 

Hon. Sir Mackenzle Bowell, Canadian 5é- 
nator, former Prime Minister of the Do- 
minton, and for nearly 80 years connected 
with the Belleville, Ont., Intelligencer, was 
born In Suffolk, England, 90 years ago 
today, Dec. 27, 1823. In 1834 he entered 
the Intelligencer office as an apprentice or 
“devil,” thus forming a journalistic alllance 
that was destined to continue untll all past 
records for long service with one news- 
paper were broken. Sir Mackenzle's pat- 
y record 18 scarcely less note- 
since he entered the Canadtan 
fouse of Cormygons in 1867, the year of 
t(he launching of the Dominton government, 
atid remained there, holding several cabl- 
nét portfolios and the Premiership, until 
his elevation to the Senate. 

About a year ago Str Mackenzle delivered 
a remarkable speech In the Canadtan Senate, 
and some of his friends tn congratulating 
hiny, became rather effusive over the won- 
der} of a man so aged manifesting so much 
ey. 
‘here was nothing wonderful about It 
at al¥,” Gsserted the veteran statesman and 
ealtol “and my only trouble resembled 
that pr an old gentleman of whom I have 
heard He was very old, but still active, 
one dky he walked to a netghboring town, 
distant) several miles from his home. When 
he arrived there his friends exhibited great 
astonistiment, and asked him how he had 
manugedl to perforin such a pedestrian feat 
at his pee.

Mackerhzie Bowell—he did not become

Wost, Dr, Jolin McDougall, Was horn In 
Ontario 74 yonrs ago to-day,  Hls birth. 
Place wos a hut in the wilderness near tho 
shoros of Goorgian Hay, and bo was tho 
first white child born in that g¢oction, then 
considorod the vary frontier of nowhore. 
His. father was & misslonary among the 
Indians, and Dr, MeDougall’s early osso- 
clates wore redskin children, — Ho loarned 
to speak Ojfbawa before ho mastered Eng: 
Ish, Hunting, fishing, swimming, sailing 
and canoeing with the Indlan lads, and én- 
gaging {In all thelr sports and pastlinos, 
gave-him Insight Into Indfan human nature 
such us has been possessed by few white 
men, ond consti\uted an admirable begin- 
ning for his Ife work o6 a simlssionary 
among tho people of the wilds. He was 
only a youth when he became the assistant 
of his father, serving as guide, teamater,

by working in a store, he went West with 
his father, and became teacher and mission- 
ary at Norway House, on the Nelson river. 
During the years that followed he trayel- 
led all over the Northwest territories, ofton 
serving a8 peace commissioner among tur- 
bulent tribes, As agent of -he Canadian 
government he paved the way for the 
Northwest Mounted Police. In 1906 he 
became Doukhober commissioner, and fe- 
talned his post until 1911. Scores of 
churches and schools throughout the west- 
ern Proyinces are monuments to bis unflig- 
ging devotion to the cause of Christlanity 
and civilization during a period of more 
than half a century.

Edmonton Man on Deputation 
Asking Changes In 
Regulations. 


With a. considerable increase in the 
number of customs officers during the 
past two years it was felt that the time 
was now ripe for the formation of an 
association in Edmonton, and recently 
the Northern Alberta Customs Asso- 
ciation, with Mr. J. W. Shera, the col- 
lector of the port as honorary  presi- 
dent, was launched into existence, The 
new institution has for its primary ob- 
jects the welfare of its members in case 
of trouble, the promotion of a good un- 
derstanding, and it aims to better effl- 
ciency inthe service of the govern- 
ment, 

The association, which boasts of over 
40 members, was at once affiliated to 
the Civil Service Association of Can- 
ada, and one of its first accomplish- 
ments was to send a delegate to the 
annual convention recently held at Ot- 
tawa,. 

Mr. A. B. Sowter, who represented 
the Edmonton customs, had the Cis- 
tinction of being selected, in company 
with Mr. Carpenter, to present the de- 
liberations and reports of the confer- 
ence. to Premier Borden, Amongst 
these the goyernment were asked to 
adopt contributory superannuation in 
place of the present retiring fund sys- 
tem, it being found that the former is 
working more satisfactory wherever it 
is in-vogue. Believing too, that com- 
mission government has— proved a 
boon. where adopted, the convention 
‘reconmends the same in the service, 
and hope to see an act brought’ in on 


' 


similar lines to the Civil Service Act 
of 1908, only on rather more elastic 
lines. Another highly important re- 


commendation. was that touching the 
cost of living in the west, and the gov- 
ernment was asked to advance the 
customs salaries by 15 per cent., this 
department being the only one not al- 
ready receiving such benefit, 

The premier received the deputation 
with the. greatest courtesy and it is 
confidently expected that the visit may 
prove beneficial to the service.

Methods Now Being Considered to Make 
Valuable~-Hog Ranch is Suggested for

The problem involved in the disposal 
of the waste from a city of 70,000 peo- 


ple, is one which demands more study 
and engineering skill than {is perhaps 
evident to the citizen whose Interest 
in the subject ia confined to whether 
his garbage can is emptied regularly of 
the back alley kept clean. The citizen 
however, should realize that the city 
Bcayenging begins with him, The 


“health department may have laws and 


regulations enacted, and: the scaveng- 
{ng department may provide | refuse 
cars and dumping grounds, but if the 
citizen does not do his individual part 
the efforts of both these departments 
will be ineffectual. We know of more 
than one case in Edmonton where 
strenuous “kicks” against conditions for 
which both health and scavenging de- 
partinents were blamed, were found on 
investigation to be caused by a fla- 
Brant breach of an ordinance by the 
citizen himself, 

As we have intimated the scaveng- 
ing problem is one of engineering and 
should be treated as such. While a 
study of methods in other countries 
and cities is interesting and instrue- 
tive, it must be understood that condi 
tions vary widely in different countries 
or even in different ¢ities and that 
methods —successtully, in practice in 
Toronto may be an absolute sanitary or 
economic failure in Western Canada. 
The fuel used—whether gas, coal or oil 
—the climate, the value of manure, wre 
all factors which vary in cities and are 
factors which must be considered in 
dealing with the question of the dis- 
posal of refuse, 

In England the methods of garbage 
colléction and disposal, are fairly well 
6tandardized and are undoubtedly in 
advance of the methods employed ‘by 
the average American or Canadian city. 
This subject however has received 
much attention on this continent dur- 
ing the last decade, and as in most 
municipal problems, the «greatest. ad- 
vances have heen made tn cities of 
moderate size, Neither oMntreal or 
New York ‘are by. any means leaders 
in the municipal progress of their rés- 
pective countries, This fs due to the 
fact that smaller cities which —are 
growing rapidly have an opportunity 
to adopt modern methods which would 
be very costly in older and more dens- 
ly populated cities where improvements 
mean the serapping of the less modern 
equipment now Installed. Perhaps the 
somewhat natural disinclination§ to 
change methods whose only recommen- 
ation is thelr age, is a large- factor 
working against the adoption of more 
modern methods in the larger and older 
cities: 4 

After necessary ordinances and regu- 
lations have been passed in the city 
and these'regulations clearly explained 
by circular or other methods to. the 
householders and trades, it rests with 
the proper city authorities to provide

suitable receptacles in which «citizens 
deposit waste. In certain localities 
cans or receplacles are provided for 
garbage, kitchen refuse, for 
such as tin cians, paper, ete, and for 
ashes. The reason for this sefregation 
is that all these portions of the waste 
have a commercial value and are sold 
or disposed of to produce a revenue, 
The garbage Is fed to hogs, the refuse 
is picked over by. Junk dealers and cer- 
taln portions salyaged and the ashes 
may be used for commercial purposes, 
such as to make lye or as a fill in place 
of gravel on streets and lanes. 

The above conditions however do not 
| apply to any great extent in western 
cliies, such as Edmonton. 
| for garbage as heg feed is not suffi- 
cient. to warrant its separate collection 
| from residences, at least, and the quan- 
tity of rubbish is not sufficient to war- 
rant its being picked over — for 
cans, etc, As a commercial proposition 
ashes are now. being separately col- 
lected in’ Edmonton. and considerable 
jis now being used on our streets and 
; alleys where it has proved of great 
| benefit. As before Stated, manure at 
; Present hes little or no commercial 
value and like other city waste, must 
be disposed of my some sanitary and 
| cheap method, 

We believe that if satisfactory means 


| of transportation can be obtained to the! 


present city farm, the proposition 
should be considered of collecting all 
kitchen garbage separately and feeding 
it to hogs at this farm. As all labor 
could be supplied by police court de- 
linquents, the only extra cost would be 
in transportation and equipment as 
buildings, and in this way the city 
should be able to make such a scheme, 
a good one commercially, We would 
suggest that any revenue secured in 
this way be used to build up the present 
city farm, which is apparently doing 
excellent work, 

One of the greatest difficulties in the 
way of efficient scavenging service is 
the lack of co-operation on the part 
of the various trades whose refuse is 
nol collected: free’ of charge as-is the 
garbage of the private householders, 
Stores, hotels, ete. are supposed to 
either haul away their refuse them- 
selves or pay the city a fee for such 
service, As may be Supposed, the 
cases where such concerns neglect this 
| Work and where lanes, alleys, and back- 
yards become an eyesore to citizens, 
and particularly to the health and 
scavenying departments, are all toe 
numerous. The city bureau of. efti- 
ciency is now working on a scheme

HE opera always means a. brilliant occasion. What 
with the bright lights. the wonderful toilettes, the 
beautiful flowers to be found on one side of the foot- 

lights and the superb scenery-and gorgeous costumes on 
the other, one is almost dazzled with the splendor and the 
variety. Time was when the diamond tiara had a certain 
significance, when ermine was largely reserved for royalty 
but today it would seem that there are no restrictions 
whatsoever save those of the purse. We wear whatever 
we can afford to buy and the question of fitness is not 
always taken into account. At the opera, as at every other 
assemblage of great size, costumes of a great many different 
sorts are o be scen. In some instances, the splendor is far 
from beautiful and in others again, there seems to have 
been overlavish display but, taken asa whole, the assemblagee 
of this season are interesting and attractive sartorially ag 
well as from every other point of view. A great deal has beea 
said about over-low corsage and the somewhat wr! 
display that frequently is made but, 
on the whole, the costumes seen 
at the opera this season are not 
lacking in good taste. While there 
are a few that are extreme jin the 
matter of the decolletage, by far the 
greater number show reserve in that 
direction as they do in many others, 

We have been seeing a time of almost 
reckless extravagance and overdoing 
but a certain amouni of reaction is to 
be felt while again the very nature of 
fashionable fabrics makes reserve in the 
matter of trimming and treatment neces: 
cary for the greatest success. It is worse 
than folly to gild the lily, and, when 
one's gown is made of a superb brocade 
or silver embroidered satin, its beauty 
can only be lessened by the addition of 
other things. There is even fess of fur 
to be noted now that the season has 
fairly opened than was apparent in. its 
earlicr days and the exaggerated, wired 
minaret is scarcely to be seen. When 
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that feature is seen, it is edged with fur 
or with some similar trimming that 
holds it away from the figure sufficiently 
for etyle without the stiffness that the 
wire assumes. 


For the most part, bodices are made 
with elther square or V-shaped openings,

Stanford Starts To Win. 


In {902 the story of the success of the 
experlenced trainer reached Stanford, At 
this period tn thetr athletic history the 
Cardinal teams were losing steadily and 
consistently each year, 

For this reason “Dad'’ Moulton wa3 
usked to come to the ‘farm’! and take en- 
tlre charge of the conditioning of the 
baseball and football men and to direct tho 
coaching and training of the track teams. 

The effect of his work was immediately 
noticeable. Although the Stanford team 
did not win the first year under his traln- 
ing, they won the majority of meets there- 
after. 

Record Athletes Turned Out. 


Among the athletes that Dad’? has de- 
Veloped while at Stanford have been sev- 
eral who have made world’s records, Un- 
der the careful direction of the veteran 
trainer, L. S. Scott estaiished a new 
world’s record in 1910 In the pole vault, 
topping the bar at 12 feet 1044 inches. 

The remarkable Jump In 1912 of George 
Horine, one-of Dad's students, of 6 feot 
7 Inches, ts still fresh in the minds of 
Stanford students, wolle a number of in- 
tercollagiate records still stand js monu- 
ments of his ability as @ trainer and of 
his success while assoclated with Stan- 
ford athletes. 

In years past a possibility of losing 
“pad has always eaused unrest among 
the Cardinal supporters. He has often 
been made tempting offers by other unt-

First Meeting Was Way Back in 1881—Another Came in 1883 and 


the Last One in 1895—Crimson 
Scrap—More Inter-Sect 


Should things so adjurt themselves 
that Michigan and Harvard would be 
able to get together on the gridiron 
next fall, it would not be, as many of | 
the present generation of athletic fol- 
lowers may belleye, the first meeting 
between these two institutions. 

More than 30 yeurs ago the Maize 
and Blue and the Crimson clashed on 
the football field, and there were two 
other games, the last of which came in 
the fall of 1895. The first battle was 
played in 1881, and it resulted in a 
4 to 0 victory for Harvard, Just what 
this four represented cannot be told 
at this time, for the scoring rules were 
queer in those days, and there is no 
description of the contest available. 

The following season, Michigan did 
not have a regular team at all, but 
football was resumed in 1888, and Har- 
vard was on the schedule. The Crim- 
son again won, but had a hard time | 
doing it, as the score of 3 to 0 attests. 
After this scrap the two rivals parted 
company for 12 years, renewing their 
contlict in 1895, when Harvard won an- 
other 4 to 0 victory. 

Much Travelling Necessary.

The New South Wales Rowing asso- 
ciation has decided to write to the 
Henley stewards asking if they would 
accept the entry of a crew drawn from 
the varlous Australlan states (writes 
“Olympic") in the “Sydney Referee’). 
At present the Henley rules provide 
that) nominations shall be accepted 
from clubs only, and that c.ews shall 
be financed by their clubs. here are 
at least two essential reasons why the 
matter is vital to Australian rowing. 
A practically insurmountable obstacle 
at present Is the question of finance, 
and no rewing club in Australia could 
undertake single handed to provide 
adequate funds to despatch a crew on 
such a journey. Apart from the ques- 
tion of finance, the N.S.W.RIA. takes a 
| very correct view of the situation, in- 
asmuch aS no single Australian club 
could hope to beat a crew at Henley 
that would tye utfieiently strong to 
ustify hope of success against the 
powerful weauacr Ciaw, which is in the 
extremely favorable position of being 
able to call in the cream of English 
oursmen., The request of the N.S.W, 
R.A, should meet with the favorable 
consideration of the Henley stewards, 
if only in view of ity reasonableness, 
and both Australia and Canada would 
then be In a position to send their best 
available men to try to win the Grand 
Challenge Cup.

WALK LIKE FARMERS 


Walking is not only the easiest of all 
exercises to take, but physicians say 
it is the most benefictal. In spite of 
the fact that we begin waliting in in- 
fancy and walk thousands of miles be- 
fore we dic, we really know very I{t- 
tle about this common form of locomo- 
tion. Until the advent of the motion | 
pictures, for example, {t was general- | 
ly supposed that man had only two) 
natural means of moving himself from} 
plnee to place—walking and running. 
But the films have taught ug that In} 
between the two forms of locomotion 
there comes a third, which may be call- 
ed the heel-and-toe walk. This re- 
sembes neither walking nor running | 
but acts as a kind of bridge between 
the two gaits and has an entirely dif- | 
terent effect on the anatomy. 

ven In walking proper every one 
does not wall in the same way.  Ac- 
cording to Dr. Felix Regnault, a 
Irrench sefentist, who has been inves: 
tigating the subject, the farmer has a 
very different walk from the city rman.

taps or smartly strikes the pavement 
before the rest of his foot.

The pace attained in the walk has 
also much to do with the gait. A man 
of average height, with neither ab- 
normally short nor crooked legs, ought 
to be able to accomplish three-and-a- 
half miles an hour on a level road 
withont fatigue. This, as the motion 
pictures show, implies about 65 steps 
to the minute. If he increases the 
distance travelled within the hour to 
nearly four miles, but at a vastly In- 
creased expenditure of energy.

Mr. Puckley, the first president, held 
the otiice only one year, being’ suc- 
ceeded in 1876 by William A. Hurl- 
bert, who has been called the “founder 
of the National league.” Mr. Hurl- 
bert wielded the reins until he died, 
in 1882, fis suecessor was <A. G. 
Mills, who was succeeded in 1885 hy 
N. FE. Young Mr. Young was-~ also 
secretary and treasurer of the league, 


ped down and out from office, His 
successor was not chosen at once and 
during 1902 the National Jeague was 
run by a committee, of which the late 
John T. Brush was the chairman. In 
1903 Harry C. Pulliam was_ elected 
president and his career in the league 
was very stormy.
